Officer John D. O'Neill dropped by the Red Cross headquarters yesterday and made an
appointment for the next visit of the Bloodmobil e here March 3.
Tho senior officer of the Trafflc Accidefit Investigation Division of the YLos Angeles Police
Department, O'Neill had a story to tell about the blood ba :

nk.
—¥  During World War II, while a

member of the Navy, he was
assigned to duty as a member
of an underwater demolition

|team—now called “frogmen.”

He was in Hawail in April
{1943, when a number of Ameri-
can combat ships blew up in
{the harbor, and he had many
other occasions to see how Red
Cross blood saved the lives of
thousands of American service-
men during the war,

He best remembers how plas-
ma saved his life in the Mar-
shall Islands, however,

He tells it this way:

“Prior to tho Marine inva-
sion of Roi-Namur in the Mdr-
shalls, my team was assigned
to go in and blow up beach
installations.

“We shoved off at 3:20 a.m
and swam in 500 ‘yards to the
beach. We were on the beach
an hour and one-half before
the Japs found us.

“They opened up with small
arms, and we hit the water to
swim back to our ship.

“My five buddies were Kkilled.
As the ship was coming in to
pick up the team, shore bat.
teries opened up and a . 'near
miss_exploded in the water un.
der me,

“By the time they got me
aboard the small ship, I was
bleeding from the mouth, ears,
and nostrils from internal In-
Juries. :

“I received 250cc of blood
plasma on the deck of the boat
and received another 250 cc later
on a hospital ship. All in all, I

*|received four transfusions,
